The Milltary Divislon of the Mississippl, Ih-
cluding the Indian Territory west of the Mis-
sissippl river, Is under command of Lientenant-
General Bherman, and the miltary operations
aguinst the hostile Indlans are conduaocted
under his directions, he reporliug to General
Grant, commanding all the military forces of

the Unlted States. Three Department Com-
manders, Generals Hancook, Augur, aud Terry,
are actipg in the feld ander commaod of
Lientenaut-General Suerman, who is also in
Lbe deld In person,

All applicutions by Territorial authorities to
ralse troops, or for loeal millilary force, are
referred by the War Deparument o General
Sherman, in whom authorliy 1s vested Lo de-
termine the necessitles for (roops, their nam-
bers and equipment, with authority to take
command of and disband them lmmesdiately
when the necessity for them ceases, This super-
vision ang control is given blm a8 commander
of the Mifitary Division, in order 1o cunflone the
employment of local Lroops Lo onses of wctual
necessity, and Lo subject Lhem Lo some responsi-
ble control, The loesl avthoritles of ever
Territury tre urgent [0 ralse troops, bul thelp
applications are In every lnstance sent to
Geunernl Hherman for such acilon R8 he deems
necessary and proper, Tne military ditflcalties
of the situntion are greatly enbusnced by the
conflicting views of Indian Agents and traders
and the desire to have miltary forces, an
consequent large military expenditures, in the
remole lerritories, upon whicn there cun be no
more efficient and prodent otesk than Lthe cons
troliing judgment of General Sherman.

REMARKABLE BURGLARY.
A GANG OF BURGLARS THINTY-SIX HOURS IN A
BONDED WAREBOUSE—§11,000 WORTH OF GOODS
CARRIED OFP.

Some time during Saturday afternoon a gang
of burglars seereted tbemselyes in the bouded
warehouse No. 395 Greenwich sireet, which ls
ocoupied b‘yJ Mossrs, Myer & Smith, who have
two other bonded warchouses adjoining, the
three being Nos. 393, 885 and 397, but euch one
entirely separate from the others, A8 #00D A8
the warehonses were olosed for the night and
abandoned by the employes, the thleves com-
menced actve operations by ripping open &
large number of cases of silks, linens,
velvets, and cloths, which they found on
the second ama whird floors, Taey also
repaled themselves with the contents of
a barket of champague, None of theso cases
of pouds were carried off, however, owing to
their inlerlior value, and begause oue was o cuse
ol ribbea slk of great value, boat exsily identified,
Atter an extended search the gaug happened
upon & case marked A, T, Stewart & Co,," sod
it was found te consist of a splendid inyoice of
twents-four pieces of black shik, the market
value being $4000, and toe thieves appropri-
ated the e¢ntive contents, They alto opened
another case containi tweniy-two pleces of
velvet, belonging to Benkard & Hutton, No, 144
Duane street, the valuoe ol which was $7000, Al
ol theee goods, together with fourteen other
{)h-uua ol velvet, name of owner unknown, were
hen wrapped ur in the inner easinve of rice
bags, the rice being scattered over the floor, and
the bundles garried down stairs to the ground
floor. The burglars then commenced operations
tor their escape. No. 397 stands on the corner
of Beach street, and in the rear of the buildin
is a small door leading into Beach street, whic
ia fastened very insecurely by a single padlock
and staple, In order to resch the interior of
No, 887 the burglars were compelled to tunnel
through the sixteen-inch brick wall, which feat
they performed successfully without attracting
the attention of the police, It may be well to
mention here that four otticers include the cor-
ners of Bemoh avd Greenwich sireets in their
respective posts, so that a confederate must
have been posted outside the warehouses in
order 1o give a signal to those at work inside,

Officer White, of the Fiith Precinot, passed
the warehouse at 12:50 o’clock yesterday morn-
ing, and he tried the swall door on Beach
street, already described, fndwmg it periectly
secure. At 110 o'clock he returoed sod dis-
covered the padlock broken off, and the door
wide open. Further search resulted in the dis-
covery of fourteen pieces of velvet, butall of the
other goods had been successfully carried off,
A rmell “jimmy” was found mear the door,
Notice was then sent to the Siation House, when
the above details were developed,

A1 No, 62 Beach street there were kept aScotch
terrler dog and her puppy, and on Suuday after-
noon the porter of the establishmeut went
there to feed the animals, bat could only find
the puppy, which, baving led, he came away.
Yesterday, when examining the plundered
premises, the [;»ollce discovered both these dogs
strangled aud lylag on oue ol the floors ol No.
806, Why this was done does not appear. It
was also ascertained that after the burglirs had
tunnelled through the wall dividing No, 3056 from
397, they were compelled to remove sixty osses
ol glass before they could reacn the side door
through which they had escaped. So cleanly
was the entire burglary accomplished that the
thieves carried off all of their tools excepl the
hmmy and a piece of sperm candle,

The burglary will be classed anong the most
daring operations yet performed by the “‘eracks-
men” of this eity, and it geems jneredible that
#0 much work could be nceomplished in thirty-
#1x hours without the police being slarmed.
The Fifth Ward has suffered severely of law
trom the snecesstul sechievements of the bur-
ﬁlem, udd In no one instanee does there seem to

any clue to the guilty parties, In all pro-
bubility the Police mmissioners will mako an
investigation into the management of Captain
Petty's Precinet, for some one must be at fault
in the mllur.—h" Y., Times.

SENATORIAL EXCURSION PARTY.
SPEECH OF SENATOR WADE.

TERNILE TRAGEDY IN NEW TYORR-—MURDER AND
SUITIDE IN A FARHIONABLE BOARDING-HODSE,
ETC. ET1C.

The inmutes of the fashionahie boarding
bouse ot M=, Blanchard, No, 80 Hwst Nioe
teenth street, near Broadway, were thrown loto
& fearful state of excilement last evening by Lhe
diecovery of a terrible tragedy whioh had oo-
curred in thelr miost, and which, until it was
accldentully discovered, wns not in the least
suspecied by those who were in the Immedinte
vicinity of the scene, The victims of this
tracedy are Alited M. King, 8 natlve of Massa-
chusetis. aged 24, and hia wife, Maltie R. Kiog,
who 4 said to be & native of Virginia, of about
the samwe age nx her husband,

These parties huve been living st the board.
ing-house of Mre, Blanchard for over a year,
Mre. King had full board in the house, bul
King only slept there, but took his meals out
of the house. They appeared very sifectionate
togetber, and lived baprlty. King had been in
the nas—ﬁulnn business in Grand street, bat for
several months past had been out of busluces
and constderably strattened in clroumstances,
#0 much so that he was cons'derably in arrears
to Mre Blanchard for board, to the amount,

erhaps, of $0. This fact appeared to make

ing somewhnt mmdf. but did mot alter his
manner towuras his wile, whom he trested with
invarinble fondness,

On Sunday Mrs. Ring was at home all day,
and 20 was hor husbaud, until it was ascertained
that there was no coffec in the lLouse; where-
vpon King volunieered to go out and obtain
some. This he dlg, and in a short lime he
retorned, brivging with him a cau full of coffee,
He went out soon alter and remalned out nearly
all the afternoon, retorning hetween 6 and 6
o'clock, while his wife was at dinuer. The couple
went into the parlor, and fn the meautime My, W,
C, Brandon, a iriend of King's who resides ut the
They remained
chatlting together forsome minutes, and then all
thiee went to King's room. My, Branson re-
mained ontil about 84 o'clock that night,and as he
wis wbout to leave Kine guve him a sealed letter
addressed to 0. H, Mucy, Esq., Bherman Hoase,
No. 413 Broome street, city,” which he re-
quested baum to send through the post office to
his copsin, Mr. Macy. This wag Lhe last seen
either of King or of his wifc alive, Afer Bran-
don had departed, King retarned to his room
and wus not ngafn seen anlive, This {8 ull that
is known of what occurred in that small rear bed-
room ou the fourth floor of the boarding-house,
which constituted the temporary tomb of Mr.
King and his wife. It was remarked yesterday
morning that Mrs. Kiog did not come down to
breakiast ss ususl. Mrs. Blauchard supposed
that &he was probably indisposed, and
would lie down duriug the day. In
the multifarious doties devolving upon Mrs,
Blancbard the absence of Mrs, %ua ?rom the
breakfast tuble pussed from her wmind, and
nothing more was thought noout the Kings until
3 o'clock yesterday afternoon, the usaal dinner-
hour,whenBarah Taylor, a servantgirl,employed
in the house, was sent up to tbe room occupled
by the Eivgs to summon Mrs, King to the repast.
The gir] found the door locked, She knocked
repeatedly and could not oblain any response,
This somewhat alarmed the domestle, who
stooped down aund looked through the key-
hole, The key was in the lock on the mside
of the door, The girl, by means of
the pass-key which ghe had lert in her pos-
gession, forged out the key on the inside of the
door, und then unlocked it. As she partially
opened the door, a sight mel her afirighted
gnze which must have almost have frozeu the
blood iu ber veing, and the almost distracted
girl ran shriekiug oown statze and out into the
streel. Mrs, Blancharvd and the inmutes of the
bouse, alarmed by Lhe eries of the afrightled
servant girl, roshed up stairs to the room, but

au=ed op the threshold, almost petrided with

orrorat the sad spectacle. None had the courage
to enter the chamber of horror, until Oficer
Gerardus P, Beekman; of the Twenty-ninth
Precinct, who had been summoned by the girl,
and who came pp stairs and entered the room
with the usual nonchalance of a blue-conted
and sbiclded guardian of the peace; bat
the stout he of the policeman, bardeuned
by contzet with many ecenes of safferin
and woe, guailed with affright at the fearfu
:;Jnecllcle which presented itself to his view,

n the bed, in a8 uatural position a8 thouoeh
usleep, Mrs, King was lying, A pistol-shot
wound in the lefu umﬁlc al once dispiayed the
maode of her death, Her beauatitul raven hair
was matted with her blood, winich had stained
the snowy pillow on which she reposed in the
urms of death, Bhe must have been fast nsleep
when ghot, and dled without a stroggle, She
was in her robe de nwit, nnd lying on ber side,
with her face to the wall, and was proba-
bly m & sweet slumber when vistted by the
dread Angel of Diwth. Lyine partially scross
the bed, nis bead resting ou the pillow, beside
that of his wife, King wus found, s pistol-shot
wound in bis right temple, denoting the mauner
of his deatb. In his right baud was grasped a
small four-barrelled BSboarp's repester, with
which he had terminaled the existence of bis
wile and then destroyed himself, His desth
must have been ipstuntancous, snd almost
wishout & strugele. as from his position it
would appeur that he bad not moved from the
position In which he had tirst fallen. He was
ulso undressed, and seemed as though be
bad been on the point of going to bed
when the iosane idea to destroy both
bie wile snd himsell peized possession
of him, It 15 not belleved that his wife was
aware of the intention of her husband, as the
clothing which #he had divested herself of wus
all placed lp remarkable order on s chalr near
the , While onthe dressing table were placed
in order several articles ol ¢lean under cloth-
ing, which she doubtiess intended to pat on

esterday morning, When the offieer entered
{he room he noficed a strong odor of chloro-
form, and, on making {ruuul examination of
Mre, King's corpse, a bunch ot cotton, which
had evidently been saturated with chiloroform,
was found pressed close uader her nostrils snd
over her wmouth, It 1s theretore presumed that
Mr. King placed the chloroform to his wife's
mouth while she slept, and shot her while she
whis steeped in unconsciousness. In stringe
contrast 1o this scene of horror, 8 beautiful
canary-bird, suspended in a cage iu the room,
sRng menﬁ;as soon as the room door was
opened, and sent forth its glorious melody while
the exumination was being made.

Officer Beekmun, as soon as he had learned
sufliclent of the case, reported to Captain
Bpetght, of the Twenty-ninth precinct, who pro-
creded to the house and placed his officers in
charge. Duripg the cvmmﬁ Mr. Macy, alluded
to above as the coosin of King ealled at the
houvse and stated that he had luut received a
leiter which had led him to conjecture the
worst, and he was borror-strock on learniug
the truth.
